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Advisory Action 

1 . The amendment filed on December 1 1 , 2006 under 37 CFR 1 . 1 16 in reply to the final 

rejection has been entered and considered but is not deemed to place the application in condition 
for allowance for the reasons of record set forth in the Final Office Action mailed on 10/1 1/2006. 
Claims 44-46, 48 and 54 have been cancelled. Claims 37-39, 41-43, 50-52 are pending in the 
application. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicants' arguments filed December 1 1, 2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

(A) Applicants argue that objection to claim 50 is improper because a transitional 
phrase "consisting essentially of is open to additional steps, as is shown in MPEP 21 1 1.03 
The Examiner respectfully disagrees with this argument. In contrast to Applicants argument, 
MPEP 21 1 1.03 shows that the transitional phrase "consisting essentially of limits the scope of a 
claim to the specified materials or steps "and those that do not materially affect the basic and 
novel characteristic(s)" of the claimed invention. In re Herz, 537 F.2d 549, 551-52, 
190 USPQ 461, 463 (CCPA 1976). The specification recites, " In one embodiment of the 
invention a release coating composition comprising a thermoplastic or thermosetting silicone 
polymer or a surfactant is applied over the chemically crosslinked polymer matrix (primer) 
before pressing the matrix coated mat between the heated metal plates. In another embodiment 
of the invention a thermosetting top coat latex composition is applied over the crosslinked 
polymer matrix (primer) and a release coating composition is applied over the top coat . 
composition" (See page 10, lines 19-25). Therefore, in contrast to Applicants argument, a release 
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coat of claim 50 is an essential step which constitutes one of embodiments of Applicants 

> 

invention (See page 10, lines 22-26). 

(B)- Applicants argue that DE c 732 and Carmichael have not met three basic ; criteria of 
a prima facie case of obviousness. 

The Examiner respectfully disagrees with this argument. According to MPEP, to 
establish a prima facie case of obviousness , three basic criteria must be met. First, there must be 
some suggestion or motivation in the references themselves to modify the reference or to 
combine reference teachings. Second, there must be a reasonable expectation of success. Finally, 
the prior art reference (or references when combined) must teach or suggest all the claim 
limitations. The teaching or suggestion to make the claimed combination and the reasonable 
expectation of success must both be found in the prior art, not in applicant's disclosure. In re 
Vaeck, 947 F.2d 488, 20 USPQ2d 1438 (Fed. Cir. 1991). One of ordinary skill in the art would 
have reasonable expectation of success (i.e. would be motivated) to use a low temperature quick- 
setting adhesive of Carmichael in DE £ 732 since Carmichael teaches that a quick-setting 
adhesive is suitable for forming priming coats for wood and porous surfaces to provide undercoat 
for finishing coats, and thus DE '732 and Carmichael teach or suggest all the claim limitations.
